Murderous Deed of a Disreputable, 
Blackmailing Crank. 


ANOTHER SLIDE ON THE OREGON. 


The P resident o f t he M ormon Church 
Says the Salt L ake E lection 
W as Carried by Fraud.

[From Record-Union’s Special C orrespondent.] 
A s h l a n d (Or.), February 11th.—On ac­ 
count of the snow plow running oil the 
track near Siskiyou, aud also a new slide 
at the same place, the train which was 
to have left here this morniog received or­ 
ders from Dunsmuir not to move. 
The passengers who wanted to go south 
were somewhat disappointed, but news 
came at noon to-day that the train would 
leave here for Mott to-morrow morniDg at 
7:30 o'clock, and ail again cheered up. 
It is probable that Mott will not be 
reached before 2 or 3 o’clock to-morrow 
afternoon. As the road is not in the best of 
condition the train will have to run slow, 
in order to avoid accident. 
The track between Mott and Dunsmuir is 
not yet cleared of slides, and it is not 
known how long the thorough passengers 
will have to remain before the road is 
opened. 
Tunnel 0, near Gibson's, will probably 
be the next stopping place after Dunsmuir 
is passed, the slide there being the largest 
on the division. Although a couple of hun­ 
dred men are at work on it the bank of 
earth that has rolled down on to the track 
is so enormous in size that it may take a 
week to shovel it away. 
However, the passengers can be trans­ 
ferred at this point, and Mr. Pratt stated to 
the R k c o rd -U n io n correspondent that this 
would be done if the slide was not re­ 
moved by the time the passenger trains 
arrive there. 
The news that several hundred men 
were coming from San Francisco to-Dight 
to work as shovelers and carpenters was 
received here to-day, and this force will no 
doubt do effective work on their way up. 
The principal wish of the passengers here 
seems to be that they movesouth, no matter 
how far, towards their destinations. 
Mr. I’ratt with his outfit train and gang 
of workmen was this evening about five 
miles this side of Glendale station, seventy 
miles north of Ashland. He has already 
shoveled out and passed by a big number 
of slides and is pushing on in an endeavor 
to repair the track in Cow Creek Canyon as 
rapidly as possible. This is the worst place 
on the Oregon and California line, and to 
the R e c o k d -U n io n reporter Mr. Pratt stated 
that he expected his train would have to 
remain in some places at a standstill for a 
week, or it may be a fortnight, while the 
carpenters are repairing the bridges and 
trestles which have been wrecked by the 
high waters. 
By to-morrow the outfit will undoubtedly 
reach Glendale, though the trestle which 
has slid down the hill out of place will 
have to be righted and braced before a train 
can pass over. 
The weather here and along the line has 
been pieasant for the past couple of days, 
thus giving the men on the road an oppor­ 
tunity to do good work. 


P R E S ID E N T 
W O O D R U F F . 


I n te r e s tin g I n te rv ie w W ith th e H e a d o f 
th e M o rm o n C h u rc h . 
S a l t L a k e C ity , 
February 
11th. — 
President Woodruff, the head of the Mor­ 
mon Church, to-day gave the Associated 
Press the only statement he has ever made 
upcn the political fight which has juet 
ended here. His interview was as follows, 
and can be understood as the feeling of 
every Mormon in the Territory; 
"President Woodruff, I would like to get 
your views as to the political campaign 
here and the questions at issue?” 
“Well, sir, I consider this something 
more than a mere question of what shall 
compose the city government, aud what 
party they belong to. There is a deep laid 
scheme to deprive the Mormon people of 
all political rights and privileges, so that 
the minority here shall control the Terri­ 
tory. They cannot do this by fair means, 
so they resort to foul. By misrepresenta­ 
tion and taking advantage of a popular 
prejudice agaiDst the Mormons, founded 
chiefly in ignorance, they succeeded in 
securing the disfranchisement of the older 
settlers who had made the country, and 
then of all the women. These not giving 
these schemers a majority they have sought 
other means. The Edmunds-Tucker Act 
has helped them somewhat, but the test 
oath provides that it can be taken by 
the majority at least as well as by their 
opponents. Now they want every Mormon 
deprived of his right to vote and hold of­ 
fice, no matter how good and law-abiding 
a citizen he may be. 
“At the Ogden election a year ago a 
large number of the names of resident 
voters were stricken from the registration 
lists and hundreds of non-residents were 
imported, and the election was carried by 
the Liberals by open fraud. Since then, 
by fictitious valuations, the assessments of 
property have been raised from three to 
five times the former amounts of taxes. 
Vice has flourished, officials' salaries have 
been raised, public improvements have not 
advanced, and the change is deplored by 
the best people of both parties. 
“Boasts were made after the Ogden elec­ 
tion that Salt Lake would bethenext point 
of attack, and that it wonld be carried by 
similar means. The result proves that the 
boast was not made in vain. I consider 
that the election has been gained here by 
striking from the registration lists hun­ 
dreds of legally qualified citizens, and by 
the votes of hordes of newcomers not law­ 
ful citizens. 
“In regard to the action ot the Registrars, 
their silting as a conrt to jndge of their 
own acts and the whole conrse pursued, is 
a part of the scheme to capture the city at 
all hazards. 
"I view it with profouod regret, ss a 
prostitution of law and official power that 
should sadden every lover of fair play and 
the welfare of his country.” 
“What effect will this change have npon 
the Church and the People’s party ?” 
“Oh I as to that, I cannot see that the 
Church will be in any way affected. As an 
organization it is entirely separate and 
apart from political matters. The members 
of the Church belong to the People's party, 
and they will naturally feel that they have 
been robbed of their rights at the polls. 
But I presume that will not effect their po­ 
litical views or status. The Church was 
not in the campaign, and the result will 
have no bearing upon it at all, that I can 
see.” 
"What will be the future policy of the 
Church?” 
“So far as I know, it will be to preach 
the gospel to all the world, instruct its 
members in their religious duties, and 
move forward to its divinely ordained des­ 
tination, as the actual, living Church of 
Christ.” 
“Is there any probability of the Mormon 
Church or its people removing to Mexico 
or elsewhere?” 
“None that I know of. I do not see any 
necessity of such a removal. Individual 
members may go where they choose, to 
tetter their condition, but there is not, nor 


has there been, any contemplation of any 
such exodus as yon ask about.” 
“ What is the Mormon idea of its rule as 
to the Kirgdom of God?” 
“ It is this: We hold that this Church was 
set up and organized by the command of 
the Almighty, and that'it has the right to 
formulate aud maintain rules of Church 
discipline applying only to its own mem­ 
bers, and that the exteDt of its putative 
powers is the excommunication of the 
transgressor. 
That it has no power to 
punish anyone by 
deprivation of life, 
liberty or property, or personal injury in 
any form. That the Government should 
not regulate the Church, nor the Church 
seek 
to 
control 
the 
State. 
That 
all 
men 
should 
be

“Then yon don’t teel so gloomv as to the 
ultimate result of this election V' 
“No. I believe taxes will be raised ; that 
there will be such a looseness of restraint 
imposed upon immorality and snch a 
striking contrast formed between Liberal 
and People’s rule that, as in Ogden, the more 
respectable people of all classes will soon 
desire a return to former methods. The 
plotters against the majority will probably 
be emboldened to pursue their plans for 
the destruction of republican government 
in the Territory, but I should be sorry to 
believe that Congress or the country will 
proceed to such unconstitutional and in­ 
famous extremities as those that will be 
proposed. In any event, there is a power 
superior who will overrule things that hap­ 
pen for the good of those who serve him .” 
President Woodruff appeared to be in 
good health and not in tbe least worried 
over the result of the election. He is now 
in his 83d year, and apparently as strong 
and well preserved as the ordinary man 
of 50.

G O O D B Y E M O R M O N ISM . 


l l i e G e n tile s H a v e C o m p le te ly R o u te d 
th e L a tte r D ay S a in ts. 
S a l t L a k e , February 11th.—Everything 
in Salt Lake is quiet to day. Business has 
resumed its normal condition, and were it 
not for the decorations upon the houses of 
the Gentile citizens, there would be no in­ 
dications of the great political battle which 
closed last night. The official returns of 
ytsterday’s election, received this morniDg, 
give George M. Scott (Gentile), for Mayor, 
a majority of 809; Louis Hyams (Gentile), 
Recorder, 539; J. B. Walden (Gentile), 
Treasurer. 659; E. R. Ciute (Gentile). As­ 
sessor, 406; J. M. Young (Gentile). Mar­ 
shal, 773. The remainder of the Gentile 
ticket, including fifteen Councilmen, was 
elected by a majority ranging from 300 to 
400. This gives them control of the Muni­ 
cipal Council for the first time in the his­ 
tory of the city. 
Discussing yesterday’s contest the Herald, 
the organ of the People's party and the 
Mormon Church, says: 
“The votes have been cest and counted 
and the result announced. We are heartily 
glad that election day is gone and with the 
people generally hope never to see another 
such campaign. Most sincerely do we hope 
that another such an election will never be 
held in this city or any other Territory. On 
their face the returns show a majority for 
the Liberal ticket Bud a majority that wiil 
astonish all who are not familiar with the 
methods practiced by that organization. 
We don’t believe there is an intelligent, 
honest man on the committee who thinks 
for a moment that the Liberals have any 
such number ot legal voters as cast ballots 
for the ticket Monday. We do not believe 
there rarely, if ever, was a more crooked 
election; certainly nothing like it ever oc­ 
curred hereabouts. We do believe that the 
People's party have the most lawful voters, 
and that a fair and square showing would 
demonstrate this to the satisfaction ot 
everybody. 
Fraud, 
illegal registration, 
disfranchisement of legal Mormon voters 
and Him flaming were practiced by the 
Liberals openly and without opposition, 
and by these means only have they carried 
the day.

T h e P ro p o s e d O r d e r fo r T h e ir R e m o v a l 
S aid to b e V a lid . 
S a n F r a n c is c o , February 11th.—City and 
County Attorney Flournoy has rendered 
the following opinion as to the power of 
the Board of Supervisors to pass an order 
removing the Chinese from Chinatown to 
South San Francisco: 
lion. II. Bingham, Supervisor of First Ward, etc. 
—D e a r s i r : To your com m unication of F ebru­ 
ary 5,1890, asking my opinion as to the power 
ol the Board ofSupervisors to pass such an ordi­ 
nance as is contained m th e draft of p:opoaed 
resolutions inclosed, I answ er by referring you 
to ihc following laws delegating powers to the 
Board lo m ake police and sanitary regulations 
and law s of the ch aracter proposed in the papers 
subm itted to me, viz: A iticle 19,Section 9, o f the 
C onstitution of 1S79: 
’ 
“The presence of foreigners ineligible to be­ 
come citizens of th e U nited States is declared to 
be dangerous to th e w ell being ol th e State, aud 
the Legislature shall discourage th e ir im m igra­ 
tion by all the m eans w ithin its power. Asiatic 
coolieism is a form of hum an slavery, and is for­ 
ever prohibited in th is fctate, and all contracts 
for coolie labor shall be void. All com panies or 
corporations, w h eth er form ed in th is country, 
or any foreign country, tor th e im portation of 
such labor, shall be subject to such penalties as 
the Legislature m ay prescribe. T he Legislature 
shall delegate all necessary pow er to the incor­ 
porated cities au d towns of this tta te for the 
rem oval of Chioese w ithout th e lim its of such 
cities and tow ns or for th eir location w ithin 
prescribed portions of those lim its; and it shall 
also provide the necessary legislation to pro­ 
h ib it th e introduction into th is State ot Chinese 
after the adoption of th is C onstitution. This 
section shall be enforced by appropriate legis­ 
lation." 
An Act of th e Legislature of th is State, en­ 
titled: "A n Act to provide for the rem oval of 
Chinese, whose presence is dangerous to the 
well-being of com m unities, outside the lim its of 
cities and towns in the State of C alifornia,” ap­ 
proved April 3d, 1880. page 22: 
"Section 1. T he Board of Trustees or other leg­ 
islative authority of any incorporated city or 
tow n, and the Board of Supervisors of any in ­ 
corporated city and couDty, are hereby granted 
the power, and it is hereby m ade th eir duty to 
pass an d enforce any and all Acts, aud ordi­ 
nances, or resolutions necessary to cause the 
rem oval w ithout th e lim its o f such cities and 
towns, or city and county, of any Chinese now 
w ith in or hereinafter to come w ithin such lim ­ 
its; provided, th at they m ay set a p ait certain 
prescribed portions of the lim its of such cities, 
o r towns, or city and county, lor the location 
therein of such Chinese. 
See. 2. This Act shall take effect and be in 
force from aud after its passage. 
11, of th< 
th e C onstitution of 
A rticle IX , Section 
1879: 
“ Any, county, city, tow n o r tow nship m ay 
m ake and enforce w ithin Its lim its all such 
local, police, saniiary and other regulations as 
are not in eontti' t w ith general law s.” 
The ordinance you propose, prohibiting Chi­ 
nese from locating, or residing, or conducting 
business in any p a rt of the city except th a t 
designated by the o ld er is, in m y opinioD, au ­ 
thorized by th e foregoing law s. If those laws 
do not delegate pow er to th e Board of Super­ 
visors to tak e such action as contem plated by 
the proposed order, ihen it is difficult to u nder­ 
stand w hat language or law would be sufficient 
to delegate such power. R espectfully, 
George F lournoy.

Press syecial from Pierre, S. D , says: The 
situation here to day over the opening of 
the 8ioux Reservation is 
as on last night. 
Last night attempts to cross over the 
river into the “promised land” were kept 
up. It seems the boomers never sleep. The 
soldiers were taxed to their utmost in their 
attempts to keep the excited crowd at bay. 
Another attempt to cross was made by 
the South Pierre boomers last night at 11 
o’clock. They had over thirty-five teams 
with wagons loaded with Inmbsr and sup 
plies, and managed, by closest secrecy, to 
cross on the ice about one mile below the 
city and just above Farm Island. 
They were discovered by a sentry. He 
attempted to raise an alarm, but was seized 
from behind hy a party that had been lay­ 
ing in ambush, and bound hand and foot 
and laid in the bushes. The boomers then 
proceeded over the hill about 500 strong, 
and had almost succeeded in getting be­ 
yond the lines when they were discovered 
by a skirmishing party. 
Immediately a company of mounted in­ 
fantry was dispatched from Fort Pierre 
and were soon in hcl pursuit. The boom­ 
ers scattered in all directions, but nearly 
all were captured. 
V. E. Prentice, a town site boomer and 
a partner of United States Senator Petti­ 
grew, wss shot in the leg. He was taken 
to the guard-house at Fort Pierre, and the 
military authorities refuse to give him up 
to his friends in this city. The boomers 
who returned to this side of the river were 
all worn ont and somewhat discouraged 
over the loss of ten teams and wagons 
loaded with supplies. 
About the same time the Sonth Pierre 
boomers were making this attempt an­ 
other crowd, though somewhat smaller, 
made a desperate effort about a half mile 
north at the boat landing. This crowd 
numbered about 200. They succeeded in 
making the other bank, but were then dis­ 
covered. They made a grand rush, and 
scattered. The wagons escaped into the 
interior of the reservation, and some of the 
boomers are scattered over the lands. 
Half of them were caught and returned 
to this city. West of a mile square there 
are a large number of houses built by In­ 
dians and half-breeds, who will claim all 
the land adjacent to the mile square. 
Last night several boomers built houses 
on the quiet in that neighborhood, and all 
were burned by the soldiers this morninsr. 
All night long the boomers were sneak­ 
ing over in ones and twos, and many es­ 
caped the guards. This morning the In­ 
dian police found a colony of boomers ten 
miles west of here, whose houses and 
effects they burned, and carried the boom­ 
ers to Fort Sully. 
The boomers are becoming anxious, but 
it is expected that to-morrow the order to 
allow them on the reservation will be re­ 
ceived.

T h e y A re J o y o u sly S in g in g “ U n cle Sana

S t. P a u l , February 11th.—A Pioneer 
Press Chamberlain special says: Every in­ 
coming train is heavily loaded with settlers 
bound for the Reservation, and the stream 
of humanity crossing the river is almost 
continuous. 
Several thousand have already began the 
erection of homes. 
The new arrivals are 
beiDg forced to go further into the interior. 
The agent at Anderson has ceased the at­ 
tempt ot the removal of settlers, having 
received instructions from Washington, but 
he is determined to guard the interests ol 
the Indians intrusted to his care, aud he 
says if all the buildings erected by the set­ 
tlers on lands filed upon by the Indians 
prior to issuing the proclamation are not 
removed he wiil burn every one of them to 
the grouDd. 
Reports are received from innumerable 
localities of the forming of colonies to start 
at once for the Reservation. The rush a 
week hence promises to be greater that at 
present. 
’ The Indians at Lower Brule, which 
agency contains about 3,000 red men, are 
in the best of humor, and enjoy the hugely 
incessant strife between the white men for 
the possession of lands ceded by them. The 
tough element, so common on the border, 
has not yet put in its appearance, but this 
crowd undoubtedly will drift in as the 
opening of the Reservation becomes gener­ 
ally known. 
Every effort is being exerted by United 
States Slarshal Fry and his deputies to pre­ 
serve order, and thus far the excited settlers 
have been held in check. A large party 
left this morniDg with a large stock of lum­ 
ber and provisions for a point on the survey 
of the Milwaukee road, about sixty miles 
in the interior, where they expect a town 
of respectable proportions will be built dar­ 
ing the next few weeks. 
A party of old timers, persons thoroughly 
acquainted with the Reservation, and are 
positive that they know of the existence of 
coal, started out this afternoon for the pur­ 
pose of prospecting and locating claims on 
White river. 
The rush is on the increase to-night and 
interest is unabated. At the present rate 
of settlement it would not take uiore than 
three months to settle the entire 10,600,000 
acres acquired by the Government.

H e l e n a (Mont.), February Utli.—The 
legislative situation ts unchanged. Both 
Houses will remain in session until the 
time expires, but legislation is impossible.

THE GENTILE VICTORY. 
It is gratifying to know that in the hot 
battle at the polls in Salt Lake City on 
Monday there were no violent outbreaks, 
and that despite the bitter contention 
there was no violence, nor any breaches of 
the peace. The Anti-Maruions won a pro­ 
nounced victory, and will control the mu­ 
nicipality of Salt Lake City. It is a tri­ 
umph that means a great deal for Utah 
and the whole country. It is a victory for 
free institutions, and is a suggestion to the 
churches, no matter what their creed or 
position, that the American will not 
tolerate any interference by ecclesiastical 
authorities with the government of his 
State. The election inaugurated a new 
era for Utah. It presages there the de­ 
cline of the power of the Church in civic 
adminis! ration ; it speaks the sentiment of 
the American people that no toleration o( 
polygamy shall he known in our civil sys­ 
tem, and that the infamy shall not prevail 
behind the cloak of religion. We can un­ 
derstand why the Gentile population of 
Salt Lake celebrated with noisy demon­ 
stration as they did on Monday night. It 
has been for them a long, and at times an 
almost hopeless struggle. They have had 
to contend with more than outsiders are 
likely to realize. The adherence to their 
antagonism to the domination of the Mor­ 
mon priesthood has been accompanied by 
punishment in business; by misrepresenta­ 
tion, calumny, and even threats against 
life and property. In short, the monoga­ 
mists have in no small way been heroes. 
As was to have been expected, the Mor­ 
mon papers charge that the election was 
carried on in fraud, and that the Gentiles 
voted more men than their real numbers 
wiil show on a proper census of the popu­ 
lation. The intimation that the defeated 
will contest the election of their opponents 
is thrown out, hut there is little reason to 
expect from them any such folly. We are 
assured by Gentile leaders that no fraud 
was practiced, that the victory of decency 
and free government was honestly 
achieved, and that whatever illegal voting 
was attempted is chargeable to the polyg­ 
amists, who saw defeat staring them in the 
face, and resorted in more than one in­ 
stance to deceit, in securing votes for their 
ticket. 
There is one feature about the late 
contest that is worthy of especial 
notice—the anti-Mormons did not prose­ 
cute their campaign against a relig­ 
ion. Their leaders were especially care­ 
ful that at no time should it assume that 
nhase. The Mormons were opposed purely 
upon political grounds. They were antag­ 
onized, not as members of any church, but 
as a class practicing vices; as a group seek­ 
ing to substitute for the will of the people 
the decrees of priests and religious coun­ 
cils. W hat the contest really meant on 
the Gentile side was religious liberty, not 
persecution. In the end the Mormons will 
be the greater beneficiaries by the social 
revolution now going on in the territory, 
for at this time they are, as they have 
bec-n for nearly half a century, slaves of 
the Twelve, of the Bishops, teachers and 
otiier “rulers’’ over “Zion.” The triumph 
of the Gentiles, when it shall be fully ac­ 
complished in Utah, will therefore mean 
the emancipation of the Mormons from a 
tvrranotts rule, and their advancement 
into the free and tolerant atmosphere of 
the American policy, under which every 
man may worship and believe as he pleases, 
within the bounds of those moralities that 
civilization recognizes as incumbent upon 
the State to enforce. The American­ 
izing of Utah then means the removal of 
the shackles from Mormons who are not 
permitted to assume the attitude of free 
moral agents. The time will come when 
thoie still adhering to the faith of the 
Mormon Ctiurcn, without the “revealed” 
infamy that a false teacher attached to it, 
will look back upon the days of the en­ 
slavement of the mass of the church mem­ 
bership with shame and with sorrow, be­ 
cause of tne misguidance that for nearly 
half a century has made the Mormon peo­ 
ple outlaws, and inore, outcasts from civil­ 
ization. 
SCHOOL ARBOR DAYS. 
State Superintendent Iloitt has sug­ 
gested that there be established a school 
Arbor Pay. The idea is a good one. In 
Ohio, Wisconsin, New York and several 
other States,.the Arbor Days are essentially 
the days for children, and in which they 
take the most active part in tree planting. 
Some three years ago an effort was made 
in that direction in this State, but it 
amounted to little. 
Che time was ill 
chosen. The spot selected for the children 
of the San Francisco schools was in ipppro- 
priaie, and the effort put forth was prac­ 


tically wasted. Aside from the value of I 
forest culture to the State, the morale of ‘ 
the Arbor Day exercises is of the best, and j 
the whole tendency of such dealing with 
nature, is to refine the tastes and cultivate 
the better part. But because of our diverse 
climates it will not be practicable for a 
uniform day to be chosen for California. 
While late in the fall will be well enough 
for coast districts, in the hot valleys Arbor 
Day should come in February, not earlier. 
The first work in this movement, as Mr. 
Hoitt suggests, should be directed to the 
beautifying of school grounds. It is a 
lamentable fact that in the majority of the 
school districts of the interior of the State, 
the school-houses are placed upon spots 
where neither tree, grass or other verdure 
appears. In fact the country school-houses 
in the valleys, as a rule, are the most 
desolate and cheerless of all buildings, and 
their grounds the least inviting. It is 
probable that in every district there are 
public-spirited citizens who will contribute 
the young trees necessary. Let the chil­ 
dren, with appropriate ceremonial, plant 
them, and thereafter care for them under 
instruction of their tutors, until strong 
growth is attained. 
A generous spirit of 
emulation can well be encouraged among 
the youth of the State in this matter, and 
the result cannot be other than beneficial. 


T he fiiends of the hot-headed Prince of 
the house of Orleans, who moved the re­ 
peal of the edict of banishment of French 
princes and pretenders, made a woeful mis­ 
take. The motion was crushed with a 
speed so swift, and by a majority so large, 
that all who claim by divine right to rule 
over men without consent of the governed 
may well take warning. If there were 
any who have doubted the loyalty of 
France to her new system they must now 
be satisfied that there was no reason for 
their small faith in republican institutions 
iu Europe. The great nation has simply 
smiled when a royalist commanded the 
people to acknowledge him their King; 
they actually laugh when the news is 
published that the daring son of Orleans 
is to be sentenced as any other criminal 
might be, and then in mercy to his downy 
cheek is to be conducted to the frontier, 
and told to go and search elsewhere for a 
people willing to permit some one else to 
select rulers for them. The truth is, and 
the recent escapade of young Orleans 
proves it, that France is redeemed from 
imperialism, is rescued from monarchy, 
and that the people have no lcnger any 
fear of the vain ellbrts of the four or five 
ambitious men who attempt to wield a 
scepter over them. The day for fearing 
monarchical schemes in France has passed 
forever. 


BASEBALL MELANGE. 
Various Interesting Item s Regarding the 
National Game. 
The uniforms for the local club are now 
being made in San Francisco. They are to 
be of dark navy blue, close-fitting jersey 
cloth, with white trimmings, white stock­ 
ings, white caps and white belts. The cos­ 
tume is an exact counterpart of the one 
worn by the Chicago team during its cele­ 
brated tour around the world. 
The Oakland uniform will be a startling 
one. It will consist ot a black jersey sh irt, 
loose black tlannel breeches and black and 
white striped stockings, cap and belt. The 
name of the club will be in white letters 
across the breast. 
This uniform will be 
worn in San Francisco and in Oakland. On 
trips to the inteiior a gray suit, similar to 
the one used last year, will be worn.

Gladstone Eays the London “ limes” 
Must Apologize. 


MORE ABOUT THOSE FORGERIES. 


B alfour is Very Severe on the E n­ 
glish Press, and the London 
“Times" in Particular.

THE “THUNDERER." 
It is Likely to be Punished by the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
London, February 11th.—In the House 
of Commons to-day Balfour announced 
that on Monday next he would introduce 
the Irish Land Purchase bill. 
Sir W ai. Vernon Harcourt brought up 
the Pigott forgeries on a question o f privi­ 
lege. He contended that a breach of privi­ 
lege, such as committed by the Loudon 
Times, committed during oue session, could 
be punished during another session. He 
said: 
“Since the suit for libel has been decided 
in favor of Parnell, and since it has been 
admitted that the letters used as a cover to 
the assault on him were forgeries, the 
House is afforded absolutely a sure basis 
whereupon to act. It is now obvious that 
the object of the publication of the forgeries 
on the day when the coercion bill had its 
second reading was to influence a division 
in Parliament. 
“It wa9 a gross and palpable outrage upon 
the House. 
A more flagrant breach of 
privilege could not be conceived. Some 
reparation should be made for this use of 
poisoned weapons.” 
The Under-Secretary of the Government 
for India said such a discussion would be 
inopportune while the report of the Parnell 
Commission is pending. 
Gladstone, who was loudly cheered as he 
arose, spoke in support of the motion. He 
said he could not consider the Times’ of­ 
fense against the House had been purged 
by the apologies which had been made be­ 
fore the Parnell Commission through Sir 
Richard Webster, which apologies grossly 
exaggerated the original offense. If the 
conspiracy against Parnell had been suc­ 
cessful the result to him would have been 
absolute political death, and the mortal 
blow struck at him would have been felt 
throughout the Irish nation. The Times 
had aimed to affect the judgment of the 
House, and it had really had in that direc­ 
tion temporary success. 
He did not wish to dwell upon the hori- 
ble and loathesome character of the whole 
affair. He trusted the House would vin­ 
dicate its right to deal with the offense. 
The Government owed it to itself to deal 
fairly toward Parnell and the Irish people 
for the injnatice done both through these 
forgeries. 
______ 
PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 
Earl oT Granville Criticises the Tone of 
the Queen’s Message. 
London, February 11th.—In the House 
of Lords the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne was moved by Baron de 
Ramsey and seconded by the Earl of Strad- 
brake. 
Ear! Granville criticised the tone of the 
dispatches to Portugal as unnecessarily 
harsh, and as having gone out of the 
way to provoke irritation in a small and 
feeble nation that had a great colonial his­ 
tory, and was justly proud of it. He also 
hoped the Government would tell the 
House why, in the speech from the throne, 
no mention whatever was made of the 
Parnell Commission. 
Salisbury said the Government shared 
with the country the pain arising from the 
dispute with Portugal, but when the House 
had read the papers it would fiDd Portugal 
had been warned again and again, and that 
it was impossible for England to accept or 
asseat to her claims to the ownership of 
the territory of tribes that were under 
British protection, or her settlements in 
the Shire and Nyassa countries. Decisive 
diplomatic pressure presented the best 
course for the interest of Portugal and the 
interests of humanity. 
Earl Granville asked if the convention 
for the suppression ot the sngar bounties 
would be ratified. 
Salisbury responded that its ratification 
would depend upon the amount of co-op­ 
eration we should have from the principal 
users of sugar. He thought the prospects 
for an ultimate agreement unfavorable. 
The French Government had expressed its 
distinct dissent from some of the provis­ 
ions of the Convention, and the spirit of 
protection in America increased the diffi­ 
culty, and Brazil was also against the con­ 
ven tioD. 
After dilating upon the notable decrease 
of crime in Ireland, he concluded with a 
prediction that if a just and firm govern­ 
ment were continued, harmony, love and 
good will would grow fast-rooted among 
the people of that country, even after a 
lapse of generations that had known only 
discord. 
INHUMAN TREATMENT. 


i The Trustees Askeil to Have Them Re­ 
moved at Fublic Expense. 
While the City Trustees were in special 
session yesterday—holding an ante-mortem 
inquest on the person of the Poundmaster— 
Messrs. O. W. Erlewine and W. D. Com­ 
stock appeared on behalf of the Improve­ 
ment Association to urge upon the Board 
the advisability of the city encouraging 
street improvement by having all intersec­ 
tions graded at pub.ic expense. 
Mr. Erlewine was the spokesman. He 
said that the chief objections to street im ­ 
provement came from the owners of corner 
lots, whose expense for gtading the inter­ 
section of streets had been enormous in the 
past, and would, under the most favorable 
circumstances, be so burdensome that many 
weuld not consent to having necessary- 
work done. He understood that, under the 
provisions of the Vrooman Act, the city 
could not do such work at public expense, 
hut there was an amendment to that law 
which authorized the Trustees or Council- 
men of cities to improve any parts of 
streets. 
‘ It would be a stimulus to propertv- 
owners.” continued Mr. Erlewine, “to 
favor improving the streets along their 
property if the city could and would as­ 
sume the expense of intersection work. 
There are hundreds of storekeepers, ex­ 
pressmen, truckmen and others who use 
the streets more than any other classes of 
cilizens, and yet the residents along these 
streets—many of whom never use them— 
have to pay all the expense of improve­ 
ment and repairs and maintain good streets 
for the benefit of those who pay not a cent 
toward it. There is a movement now on 
foot to have the streets improved at an ex­ 
pense of about $1 per tror.t foot, or $2 for 
intersections. A tax of about seven cents 
on the $14,000,000 of city property would 
provide a fund of say $10,000, which it is 
believed would be ample for the purpose 
named, the property-owners paying the rest 
of the expense of raising and grading the 
streets. If you gentlemen can levy an in­ 
tersection tax, there will be little opposition 
to improving the streets.” 
Mr. Comstock also addressed the Board 
briefly to the same effect. 
Mayor Gregory said the Trustees were 
more than anxious to have all the streets 
of the city improved. If it could be so that 
the city might pay for all such improve­ 
ments It would suit him all the better. 
After some further remarks. Trustee Mc­ 
Laughlin moved that the City Attorney be 
requested to advise the Board as to the 
legality of the proposition advanced by Mr. 
Erlewine on behalf of the Improvement 
Asscciation, and it was so ordered. 
The conference then ended. 
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No W onder the Czar Fears Death at the 
Hands of Bis Subjects. 
New Y ork, February 11th.—An evening 
paper publishes a dispatch from Paris 
which states that a cipher letter just re­ 
ceived by a Russian refugee in that city, 
dated December 28th, gives the details of a 
horrible tragedy in a political prison at 
Kara, Eastern Siberia. 
Mme. Nadyda Sibida, of noble birth, a 
teacher in the high school at Moscow, was 
found last year with revolutionary papers 
in her possession and sentenced to penal 
servitude. On her arrival at Kara, the 
handsome and refined woman scon at­ 
tracted the attention of the Directors of the 
prison, who took an early opportunity to 
insult her. Mme. Sihida boxed the ears of 
a Director, who, in revenge, had her 
stripped and flagged in the presence of all 
the men in the prison. Through shame 
and fear she suicided wilh poison. The 
same day several other female political 
prisoners, fearful of similar treatment, fol­ 
lowed her example. 
A few miles from the women’s political 
prison at Kara is that occupied by the male 
political convicts, who, on hearing ot the 
tragedies, revolted en masse. The troops 
were called out and awful scenes followed, 
shooting, flogging and torturing going on 
by wholesale. The Russian authorities 
suppressed the facts.

POUNDMASTES O'NEILL TOLD TO STEP 
DOWN AND OUT. 


H e V io lates th e Law , a n d G ets B o unced 
from Office—T he M ayor U n e a rth s 
a G enuine S u rp rise. 


“Uneasy rests the head that wears a 
crown.” Ponndmaster O’Neill wore a cor­ 
onet yesterday. To-day he wears his old 
black felt hat. He was an autocrat for a 
time, but now the very dogs in his pen 
make faces at him with im punity. He is 
no longer Ponndmaster—he i3 only a de­ 
cent private citizen, who is ready for any 
honorable employment. It cannot be called 
his downfall, great as was his power, for 
there is no occupation that is not more hon­ 
orable than that of dog-catcher. But he is 
out of office, and he got out somewhat un­ 
ceremoniously. The Trustees pulled the 
official props from beneath his feet—and 
all on account of a dog. 
At Monday’s session of the Trustees Mrs. 
Fred Lindner lodged a complaint against 
the Poundmaster, and the matter was set 
for hearing yesterday. Tbe parties were 
all present, and Mrs. Lindner repeated her 
grievance, to the effect that her valuable 
setter dog was captured by the Pound- 
master’s Equad of boy deputies last Friday 
afternoon, without having on its tag, and 
when her boy went to redeem it the next 
morning he found only Its cold and lifeless 
carcass ready to be placed in the seething 
vat wherein contraband canines are cooked 
for various purposes. And this was less 
■ than twenty-four hours after the time the 
creature was ruthlessly torn from its horn? 
by the heartless dog-catchers. 
Mayor 
Gregory 
asked 
Poundmaster 
O’Neill what response he had to make to 
the charge. 
O’Neill replied meekly that he had a 
number of dogs oa hand on Saturday, and 
as he did not want to keep them over Sun­ 
day he concluded to kill them all at once, 
and Mrs. Lindner’s dog was among the 
number. 
Mrs. Lindner said she wouldn’t have 
taken $50 for the dog. Besides, she had a 
tag for it. 
In reply to a question by Trustee Mc­ 
Laughlin, O’Neill admitted that he knew 
he was doing wrong in killing the dog so 
soon, while the law required him to keep 
impounded animals thirty-six hours. But, 
he said, it was a “give-away” dog—that is, 
some boys gave it to his depaties, and he 
could see no harm in killiug it. He did 
not know it was a valuable dog. 
The Mayor said the question was, what 
to do with ihe Poundmaster. 
Trustee McLaughlin said that, as the 
officer had taken the law into his own 
hand, and knowingly violated it, he moved 
that the culprit be "dismissed from office 
and fined $50. 
Trustee Wolf said he was willing to dis­ 
miss O’Neill, or fine him, but thought that 
either would be punishment enongh. 
Trustee McLaughlin—“Well, make some 
motion yourself, then.” 
Trustee Wolf— ‘I move be be dismissed.” 
Mayor Gregory—“Ot course, the Pound­ 
master has violated the law. Bat to im ­ 
pose a fine on him would not compensate 
the owner of the dog for its loss. If Mr. 
O’Neill were disposed to make the matter 
satisfactory with her, the Board could still 
deal with him for his infraction of the law. 
The Board could not award Mrs. Lindner 
damages, but tbe Poundmaster should first 
settle with her for the value of the dog.” 
Trustee Wolf—“I don’t think that would 
be the proper course to pursue. There has 
been a violation of the law, and the Board 
has a just cause of complaint against the 
Poumtmaster. For one, I would be con­ 
tent to either fine or dismiss him from the 
office, but I think either would do.” 
Lawyer Estabrook said, on behalf of Mrs. 
Lindner, that if O’Neill would settle with 
her foi .ne loss of the dog, she would have 
no further cause for complaint. She con 
sidered the dog worth $100. 
O’Neill—“A hundred dollars;” Why, I 
can supply plenty of better ones for $5 
apiece.” 
Trustee McLaughlin said he would with­ 
draw that part of his motion imposing a 
fine ou O’Neill, and simply move to dis­ 
miss him. 
Trustee Wolf—‘‘I’ll stay with you on 
that.” 
Mayor Gregory—“It is moved and sec­ 
onded that the office of Poundmaster be 
declared vacant. It is so ordered.” 
A nd thus was cut short the brilliant offi­ 
cial career of the town dog-catcher. 
When the complainant left the Trustees’ 
room the ex-Poundmaster at once followed, 
and an interview between them ensned in 
the hallway. Presumably the lady’s sym­ 
pathies were aroused by the pleadings of 
the dethroned official, for she shortly re­ 
amed and talked esrnestly to Trustee 
rVolf for several minutes. 
After the Board adjourned the latter said 
to a R ecord U n ion reporter that he thought 
the Poundmaster had been taught a pretty 
severe lesson, and now had a better appre­ 
ciation of his duties and powers. He did 
not know but that under the circumstances 
he might see his way clear to reinstate him 
on his giving a promise to be more careful 
in the future. He (Wolf) realized thediffi- 
culty of finding suitable persons to perform 
the disagreeable duties of the office. 
So it is not improbable, after all, the 
Board may restore Mr. O’Neill to office.

T h e 
M ayor E n c o u n te rs a S u rp rise in th e 
D og O rd in an ce. 
While the Trustees were engaged in hear­ 
ing the dog case Mayor Gregory frequently 
consulted the only book of ordinances that 
the city possesses, and exploded a bomb­ 
shell by reading a provision of an old or­ 
dinance, still in force, which makes it a 
misdemeanor for any person to keep a dog 
anywhere within the city limits unless he 
procures a tag for tbe same. 
The general supposition had been that 
dogs were not to run at large on the public 
streets and alleys unless they were tagged, 
but this provision does not recognize the 
right of a citizen to keep a dog even in his 
backyard. 
The reading of the ordinance gave rise to 
quite a discussion, in which some citi­ 
zens present took part, and all expressed 
surprise—even the Trustees—at the exist­ 
ence of such a law. 
Trustee Wolf remarked that if the Board 
desired to enforce such a law, it had better 
hire John L Sullivan for Poundmaster, to 
enter private property and take dogs there­ 
from. "There would be no use,” he said, 
“in sending a common, every-day scrapper 
for that kind of work.” 
Mayor Gregory said that, while this pro­ 
vision would be very hard on some classes 
of people, he believed that ail dogs ought 
to be taxed in some way. Still, he thought 
the provision jrst read should be repealed. 
Trustee Woif—“I’m with yon on that, 
and am ready to vote aye just now.” 
An order was passed then and there by 
the Board suspending the operation of that 
portion of the ordinance until it can be reg­ 
ularly repealed, and tbe jurisdiction of tbe 
Poundmaster restricted to the public streets 
and alleys. 
The fact wss developed during the dis­ 
cussion that boys representing the Pound­ 
master have been known to enter private 
yards and take dogs therefrom ana place 
them in the Pound, entailing an expense 
of $2 on the owner in each case, provided 
he was lively enough to get to the Pound 
before his dog was killed. 
Evidently the Poundmasteis had all 
“dropped on” that almost unknown pro­ 
vision of tbe ordinance, and had worked it 
for all it was worth. The Trustees should 
pass a common-sense Pound ordinance, 
which will so clearly driine the rights of 
owners and of the Poundmaster that there 
can be no mistaking the privileges of the 
one, nor the powers and jurisdiction of 
the other. Gross abuses have in tbe past 
been enacted by the Poucdmasters and 
brutal deputies upon defenceless owners of 
animals. 
The present system of 
fees 
has undoubtedly stimulated these practices, 
and while the subject is before the city 
authorities, it might be well for them to 
inquire closely into it. 
Instances can be cited where cows have 
been untied and taken from the streets in 
th£ outskirts of tbe city (when fastened to 
their owners’ fences), on the claim that 
their ropes were a few inches longer than 
the length prescribed by the ordinance, 
and tees demanded and collected from the 
owners on the strength of such simple, un­ 
supported declaration. 
It reliable persons can be g t to perform 
the duties of Poundmaster, at a fair salary, 
, the tees to go to 
cest to adopt such a

THE DEATH HARVEST THE HEAVIEST 
IN MANY YEARS.

The report of Secretary Tyrrell, of the 
State Board of Health, for the month ot 
February, contains more interesting matter 
than usual, owing to the unusual mortality 
reported from all parts of the State. Ac­ 
cording to it, mortality reports received 
from 94 localities, containing an estimated 
population of 
801,700, give the num ­ 
ber of decedents as 1,385, a percentage of 
1.72 per thousand in the month, or an 
annual mortality at the rate of 20 64, which 
is the largest death record we have hail for 
many years. The greatly increased mor­ 
tality is not owing to any epidemic of what 
is usually called zymotic disease, but is at­ 
tributable to a mysterious pandemic influ­ 
ence which renders the human system par­ 
ticularly liable to pulmonary disorders, and 
particularly fatal to those whose lungs are 
already diseased or which take on acute in­ 
flammation. 
We find, for instance, that 
during the month of January consumption 
was fatal in 270 instances. This is double 
the usual monthly mortality from this dis­ 
ease, and exemplifies the pressing influence 
of the epidemic catarrh which is now pass­ 
ing over the State. 
Pneumonia caused no less than 228 
deaths, which is more than double the 
usual monthly mortality. In San Francisco 
the deaths fiom this cause were 141, and in 
Los Angeles, where the climate is particu­ 
larly favorable in these cases, the deaths 
numbered 18; in Sacramento, with an 
equally good climate, the deaths were 7, 
and in Santa Barbara 5 deaths occurred 
from this cause. 
Bronchitis is credited with 57 deaths, 
which is also a large increase over former 
reports. 
Congestion of the lungs caused 27 deaths, 
which is likewise in marked excess of the 
usual iatality. 
Dyphtheria and croup, collectively,caused 
40 deaths, which is a slight increase over 
the report for December. Of these deaths, 
23 occurred in San Francisco, 7 in Los An­ 
geles, 3 in Nicolaus, and one each in Chico. 
Sacramento, Oakland, San Luis Obispo, 
Stanislaus, Stockton, and Truckee. 
Diarrhois and dysentery caused only 11 
deaths, which is a very much lessened fa­ 
tality from these diseases. 
Scarlet fever caused 5 deaths in San 
Francisco, 1 death in Alameda and 1 in 
Santa Barbara. 
Twenty-eight deaths are reported from 
typhoid fever, which is a decrease of one- 
half from the mortality reported during 
December. 
Cancer is credited with 34 deaths during 
the month, and heart disease was fatal in 
93 instances. Alcoholism was the cause 
of 20 deaths. 
Reports received from 98 different local­ 
ities in the State indicate an extremely lim­ 
ited ¡prevalence of zymotic diseases, such 
as 
diphtheria, 
scarlet 
fever, 
measles, 
ty9hoid 
and 
kindred 
specific 
afflic­ 
tions, 
those 
mentioned 
being 
few 
in 
number 
and 
sporadic 
in 
char­ 
acter, whereas diseases of the respiratory 
organs, dependent in some measure upon 
meteorological conditions, exhibit a fre­ 
quency and tatalitv which is phenomenal 
in this State. That this is owing to the 
great pandemic wave of epidemic catarrh 
which is now spreading all over the State, 
rendering the populace more susceptible to 
inflammatory affections of the lungs, may 
bs accepted as the probable explanation of 
the unusual frequency of the respiratory 
diseases which have prevailed daring the 
past month. Those suffering from con­ 
sumption were affected in a remarkable 
degree, prostration being the most notice­ 
able symptom, and this often so severe that 
death ensued in a few days. 
Whooping-cough doe3 not prevail to any 
extent; it is mentioned in reports from 
Mariposa, Sausalito, Jolon, Igo, Lemoore, 
Merced and San Francisco. 
Diphtheria and croup are not prevailing 
extensively; in Nicolaus, Sutter county, 
there was quite a number of cases, the 
origin of which was not reported. In San 
Francisco there were only 17 cases reported 
daring the month. Sporadic cases were 
also reported in several places. 
Cholera infantum is no longer reported 
as prevailing anywhere. A few cases were 
observed in lone and San Francisco, but 
practically it is absent from the State. 
Diarrhoea and dysentery no longer occu­ 
py a prominent place among the prevailing 
diseases. A few cases were noticed in scat­ 
tered localities. 
Typhoid fever is reported as observed in 
few instances. The late extensive rains 
seem to have had a salutary effect in dimin­ 
ishing the frequency of this fever, the re­ 
ports of its prevalence dating the past 
month being very meager. 
Cerebral fever was noticed in a few spo­ 
radic cases. 
Influenza, epidemic catarrh, or la grippe, 
prevailed extensively throughout tbe State 
from San Diego to Siskiyou. Dr. Tully, in 
a letter from Sierra City, says that it is there 
characterized by its tendency to attack the 
bronchial tube3 and the substance of the 
lungs, but so far no deaths have occurred 
from it. In Gonzaies, Dr. Hertel reports 
the disease as abating. In Salinas, Dr. 
May Gydison reports the disease as epi­ 
demic. Dr. Hayden reports a large num ­ 
ber of case3 in Fresno. Dr. Tebbits re­ 
ports it epidemic in Hollister. Dr. Taggart 
also reports it epidemic in Tulare. In Red­ 
ding, Dr. Mitchell says the disease is in a 
mild form, few cases" requiring medical as­ 
sistance. In Marysville, Dr. Powell reports 
influenza, but does not think it the geuuine 
la grippe. 
The majority of our corre­ 
spondents report the disease in a mild form 
and without fatality. Its mode of attack 
differs in many particulars. It may mani­ 
fest itself by sneezicg, headache, chilliness, 
cough, sore throat, earache, vomitiüg, or 
diarrhcea, or constipation, fever, dizziness, 
pain in the limbs or nervous twitching,but 
none of these symptoms are constant. 
Heaviness over 
the 
eyes, redness 
of 
the eyeballs, intense pain in the back, 
in the 
limbs and through the mus­ 
cles, with a feeling of constriction round 
the throat or chest, are the commonest 
symptoms observed in la grippe. Its chief 
characteristic is, however, the extreme de­ 
bility and prostration which acompsnies 
its advent. This, with intense mental de­ 
pression and profuse sweating, protracts 
the convalescence much longer than it 
might be supposed ; and although the fever, 
headache and muscular pains last bat a few 
days under proper medical treatment, the 
heart depression, muscular weakness and 
nervous debility take some time to over­ 
come. As the cause of the disease is at 
present unknown, we can advise no means 
of prevention, but would recommend that 
medical advice be sought in all cases, as 
those suffering from previous disease or de­ 
bilitated from any cause are very apt to 
succnmb to a severe attack of la grippe, 
owing to the intense nervous prostration 
that ensues and the tendency to heart fail­ 
ure that always accompanies the disease. 
Under proper stimulation this may be over­ 
come, but to administer stimulants judi­ 
ciously requires an educated judgment and 
a perfect comprehension of the object to 
be attained.

On exam ination it proved to be a 
bu ck shot cartridge, containing nine large 
bu ckshot and a charge of pow der.

IN THE SENATE. 
W ashington, F ebruary 11th.—In th e Senate, 
H oar introduced a bill to prescribe, in part, the 
m anner of th e election o f m em bers to Congress. 
Referred to th e Com m ittee on Privileges and 
Elections. I t provides th a t in all States o f the 
Union th e representatives to Congress he elected 
in and for th e districts now prescribed by law , 
u n til th e apportionm ent of representatives shall 
be m aae by Congress according to th e census to 
be taken in 1S90, any law of such State here 
after to be passed, to th e com rary notw ithstand­ 
ing. H oar stated th a t fear had been expressed 
in v ariru s qu arters th a t there would be an a t­ 
tem pt to m ake new representative districts, "to 
take effect at th e n ex t election,” an d gerry­ 
m ander some States in tne interest of one or 
another political party, before th e n ex t Con­ 
gress. 
The Senate th en took up th e bill to provide a 
tem porary governm ent ior O klahom a. 
The 
te n d in g question was th e am endm ent offered 
yesterday by Pm m b to com prise "N o M an's 
L and” w ithin the lim its of th e proposed te rri­ 
tory. A fter a lengthy discussion the bill w ent 
over till to-m orrow w itnout 
action on the 
am endm ent 
The Senate bill for th e relief of certain set­ 
tlers on public lauds passed. I t provides for 
legalizing land claim s h ied durin g the vacancy 
in the land offices. 
B lair th en resum ed his address on th e educa­ 
tional bill. The S erate soon w ent into execu­ 
tive session, an d th en adjourned. 
A m ong th e bills introduced an d referred were 
th e follow ing: 
By E d m u n d s-E stab lish in g a public school 
system in U tah: also providing for the in ­ 
spection of m eats lor exportation, an d pro­ 
hibiting th e im portation of adulterated food 
or d rin k , and auttioriziug the President to m ake 
a proclam ation in certain cases. 
By Pierce—To create an A gricultural Commis­ 
sion to investigate th e present depressed condi­ 
tion oi the agricultural interests of th e country. 
IN th e house. 
W ash in g to n , F ebruary 11th.—In th e House 
ro-dav a quorum was counted as usual bv the 
Speaker on th e vote to approve th e journal. 
Cannon of Illinois called up the prop sed code 
of rules and offered a resolution providing th at 
th e geueral debate close a t 1 o'clock to-m orrow, 
an d th e previous question sh all be considered 
ordered a t 4 o’clock to m orrow . Vigorous pro­ 
tests against cuttin g off th e discussion in such 
short order w ere m ade by 'h e Democrats, but to 
no effect. Cannon dem anded the previous ques­ 
tion. but th e House would not sustain the d e ­ 
m and, and m any R epublicans voted against it. 
The dem and was rejected—58 to 1-1::. 
C annon dem anded th e yeas an d nays on his 
dem and for th e previous question, out not a 
sufficient num ber o f m em bers arose to enforce 
th e dem and, and am id applause from the Dem­ 
ocratic side, th e Speaker so announced. 
Springer offered a resolution providing th at 
th e general debate proceed until adjournm ent 
to-m orrow alteruoon, in w hich tim e the code 
could be considered u nder th e five-m inutes' rule 
till 5 o'clock Friday, w hen th e previous ques­ 
tion could be considered. 
O rdered adopted 
w ithout objection. 
Grosvenor took th e floor an d spoke for th e new 
code. In his opinion the rights o f th e m inor­ 
ity w ere ended w hen the m inority expressed its 
opposition to th e m easure an d recorded th eir 
votes against it. and protested to the country-. 
T he proposed rules instead o i vesting pow er in 
the sp eak er would prevent one m an pow er 
from niliug over th e House, as had been the 
case in the Forty-ninth and Fiftieth Congresses, 
w hen th e S peaker h a d declined to recognize 
m o ti.n s for the passage of th e tobacco bill, the 
Blair educational bul, and the general pensions 
bills. 
The Democrats w ere here to day to ob­ 
struct legislation. The w hole purpose o f the 
Dem ocratic party on th is floor was to obstruct 
and im pede th e representatives of th e people 
from going forw ard w ith the business of the 
people, and th e R epublican party was on the 
side of Congress. The D em ocratic party stood 
as an obstructionist an d nothing else. T he pro­ 
position now m ade was th a t th e m ajority should 
take jiossession of th e responsibility w hich h ad 
been placed upon it by th e votes of th e people 
of th e country. 
He knew of no plans to rob 
the treasury. If an attem pt w ere m ade he 
would fight it. 
H olm an characterized th e proposed code as a 
com plete revolution ot parliam entary proced­ 
ure, an d especially antagonized th e clause pro­ 
viding th at one hundred 
m em bers should 
constitute 
a quotum 
in Com m ittee of the 
Whole. 
He spoke of various occasions upon 
w hich a resort to filibustering h ad been ot ben­ 
efit to th e country, an d referred w ith m uch em ­ 
phasis to the defeat of the force bill by the m i­ 
nority, u nder the lead o f R andall. 
Pavson defended th e code. He review ed in 
some" d etail im U nces w here th e m inority’s d 1- 
atorv tactics defeated th e w ill of th e m ajority. 
T b e’only rights w hich th e m inority had w ere 
to have a fair, free full discussion, and to offer 
am endm ents on pending propositions. There 
th e rights of th e m inority ended. 
H atch m ade w ar on the report as an entirety. 
He was opposed to the report in toto, because it 
was a p a rls a n question, and because it cam e 
from th e R epublican side of the House and 
representing the R epublican party. The g entle­ 
m en on th e other s de laid th e only rights the 
m inority had w ere to discuss a n d am end, but as 
far as ilie m inority was concerned, one of th eir 
rights was to protect th e public treasury. 
F u n ster suggested th e D em ocratic m inority 
should protect th e treasury from th e Demo­ 
cratic Sergeaat-at-A rm s. 
H atch replied th at if th e gentlem an d id n 't 
know better th an to assert th a t any m an on th e 
D em ocratic side was responsible lor the bad
